a goose's egg Is the most valuable 
Next in order are ducks', guinea fowls', 
hens', turkeys' and plovers/. Eggs con- 
tain n large quantity of sulphur, which 
is purifying to the blood nnd good for 
the complexion. 


To get the best egg you must feed 


your fowl on grain, and to cook it in 
the most digestible way .\ou must not 
boil the water. Heat the water to- ISO 
degrees nnd leavo tbe egg in it for ten 
minutes. You will then digest e\ei> 
niorst-l. But If you boil It for three 
minutes no less than one-t^cl^li of 
It will fail to be digested. Thus 7f jou 
eat two eggs boiled for three minutes 
every day you wasto five dozen iu a 
year.—London Mail.
